At  the  top  of  each 
page,  where  a  Psalm  commences,  is  an  admirable  Minia¬ 
ture.  These  represent  the  penitence  of  David,  St.  John 
the  Baptist,  St.  Peter ,  St  Jerome,  St.  James  the  Her¬ 
mit,  St.  Augustin ,  and  St.  Francis .  At  the  conclusion 
of  each  Psalm  is  a  vignette  of  Flowers,  &c. :  the  Initial 
Letters  are  also  splendidly  illuminated 
green  velvet,  with  clasps ,  in  a  green  morocco  case. 

“This  inestimable  Volume  was  undoubtedly  exe¬ 
cuted  for  Anne  Chabot,  Duchess  of  Rohan,  second 
Wife  of  Francis,  Duke  of  Rohan,  Prince  of  Soubise,  Peer 
of  France,  Lieut.-General  of  the  King’s  Army  in  1677, 
and  made  a  Governor  of  Champagne  in  1691.  The  Arms 
of  the  Duchess  of  Rohan  are  neatly  emblazoned 
at  the  commencement  of  the  Volume.  The  address 
of  the  Writer  calls  her  ‘  Votre  Altesse a  distinction  to 
which  she  was  entitled  as  Princess  of  Soubise.  The  Duchess 
Rohan  was  ‘  Dame  du  Palais’  to  the  Queen. 

“  Prefixed  to  this  elegant  little  volume  is  a  Miniature  of  the 
Duchess  de  la  Valiere,  under  the  character  of  the  Mag¬ 
dalen,  taken  from  the  celebrated  picture  by  Le  Brun,  which 
was  formerly  in  the  Palace  at  Versailles,  but  is  now  in  the 
Louvre.  Throughout  the  volume  the  painting  of  the 
Penitent  is  a  representation  of  the  Duchess  de  la  Valiere. 
The  Duchess  de  la  Valiere  was  originally  Maid  of  Honour 
to  Henrietta,  Duchess  of  Orleans,  daughter  of  Charles 
the  First.  She  afterwards  became  the  mistress  of  Louis  XIV, 
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and  retained  the  affections  of  that  inconstant  monarch  for 
many  years.  When  Madam  de  Montespan  supplanted  her, 
she  retired  into  the  convent  of  the  Carmelites,  and  assumed 
the  religious  habit,  under  the  title  of  ‘  Soeur  de  la  Miseri- 
corde.’  She  wrote  a  treatise  on  the  Mercy  of  God,  and 
prays  our  Saviour  to  consider  her  as  the  Magdalen  of  the 
gospel.  This  may  account  for  her  being  so  represented  in 
this  volume.  This  manuscript  was  purchased  by  Mr. 
Hurd’s  father  at  the  sale  of  Mr.  Dent’s  library.” — Note  by 
Mr.  R.  H.  Evans .
